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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 10/2/07 has been entered and made of record. 

In response to applicant's submission of Replacement Drawings and a copy of 
Abstract, filed on 1 0/2/07 the objections are withdrawn. 

The indicated allowability of claims 12-15 and 18-19 is withdrawn in view of the 
following new restriction requirements. After a careful further consideration by the 
examiner, the examiner finds two distinct inventions in the application as follows. 

Election/Restriction 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, 20-25, are drawn to the overall combination of a transport system, 
comprising: 

a. a compartment inside the housing; b. a door attached to the housing which 
provides access to the compartment; c. a device for capturing data in electronic form in 
said compartment; a wireless communications device for communicating data from the 
device for capturing data to a second device; and e. a memory for storing said data, 
classified in class 382, sub class 1 1 9. 

II. Claim 19, is drawn to subcombination including a housing having an exterior 
surface and an interior surface, said housing comprising: 

a. a compartment inside the housing; b. a door attached to the housing which provides 
access to the compartment; c. a device for capturing data in electronic form in said 
compartment; d. a wireless communications device for communicating data from the 
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device for capturing data to a second device; and e. a memory for storing said data; f. 
wherein the data is selected from the group consisting of fingerprint data, signature 
data, voiceprint data, data in magnetic form, digital photographic data, alphanumeric 
data, data from a breathalyzer, and data stored in a smart card, classified in class 382 , 
sub class 124 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 

not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combination (MPEP § 806.05(c)). 

In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particular of 
the subcombination as claimed because the details in the broadest subcombination 
claim 19, requires wherein the data is selected from the group consisting of fingerprint 
data, signature data, voiceprint data, data in magnetic form, digital photographic data, 
alphanumeric data, data from a breathalyzer, and data stored in a smart card, 
which is not recited in the broadest combination claim 1. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as selecting data from the group consisting of fingerprint data, 
signature data, voiceprint data, data in magnetic form, digital photographic data, 
alphanumeric data, data from a breathalyzer, and data stored in a smart card. 
3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reason given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventor ship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventor ship must be accompanied by 
a diligently-filed petition under 37 CRF 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CRF 
1.17(h).
